On October 15, 2008, Petitioner .filed a letter
requesting commission approval to voluntarily surrender its
authority under Certificate No. 3570—C. Certificate No. 3570-C
authorizes Petitioner to transport passengers by mopor vehicle
over irregular routes on the island of Kauai in the
8-to-25 passenger classification, limited to providing

transportation services in conjunction with kayak tours.

Petitioner shall comply with
the foregoing requirementvwithin fifteen (15) days from the date
of this Order.

3. If Petitioner fails to comply with the foregoing
requirement within the time period specified, it may be subject
to penalties pursuant to HRS § 271-27.

the commission.
